More 


Terrible-—A Town Without JFlro 


or li'uol"-Cincinnati nnrt Vicin- 


ity—Keller' Measures. 


CINCINNATI, Feb. IS.—Tho muddy wavos 


of tho Ohio cropt ftp an inch an hour for tho 
twenty-four hours ending at 0 p. m., but 
siuco that time have only advance half an 
inch. Paopla who thought themselves tor out 
of reach of tho torriblp river were moving 
to higher anil safer quarters. Tho flood 
h»s now reached; an almost incraliblo 
hoight, and people stand blankly aslclng when 
will it stop. Iniact, mutters aro so desperate 
that tlio public is prepared for anything, and 
those interested simply' stand and wait for 
what may next coino. In tho city, the situa- 
tion is more and inovo deplorable. Ench day 
thousands of mon*nro thrown out of employ- 
ment, and tboy and thoir families must bo 
fod. Tho funds in tho hands of tho relict 
committee aro inadequate, and whilo as yet 
thore is no actual want,still tho possibility of it 
stares the citizeai of Cincinnati in tho faco, 
A water famine is now, an assured fact 
Even with tho most economical use of water 
by the consumers, it cannot last more than 
ilvo or six days, and in case of u largo firo 
tho reservoirs would bo exhausted. Not only 
this, but tho city is loft in darkness, and in- 
numerable temptations aro ofTcrod to pirates 
and tho lawless. The polico aro supple- 
mented by nearly 500 militia, but still many 
dangers aro to bo feared from thieves and 
law-breakers. It is generally conceded that 
tbo river will bo as slow in falling as in ris- 
ing. Additional rains and warm weather 
will tend to keep the Ohio up, it not to con- 
tinue tho Hood. At 10 o'clock p. m. tho river 
Btobd sixty-eight foot'ton and one-halt' inches 
and rising. Heaiy rain prevails, and lu'gh

At Gallipolis, Ohio, the people aro all snfo,

Enen succeeding fall bad found b im 
worse in uvory way than tho preceding 
spring, and tlioso who know him best fre- 
quently remarked upon tho now aud ever- 
iucretisiug capabilities for" sin which he was 
constantly unfolding. 


But ho was not wholly bad. Perhaps no 


mnu over wau. There was a rumor among 
tbo minors, credited by a. few, that onco or 
twice during his career his rough voice had 
become gentler, and tho light in his florco eye 
softor, when ho had been surprised into 
speaking o£ his mother.
